Grayling Twp. Buys Building for "200,000

The Grayling Township Board voted 
unanimously to purchase the former North 
Michigan Land and Oil building for their 
new Township Hall. 

The Board met in a special session on 
Monday, November 28, and agreed to pur- 
chase the office complex for $200,000. They 
also decided to pay cash for the building in- 
stead of borrowing the $100,000 approved by 
voters at the November 8th General Elec- 
tion. 

The board felt the cash transaction will 
save the township thousands of dollars in in- 
terest expense. At the least, if the township 
qualified for a tax exempt load at 734% in- 
terest, it would mean approximately $69,000 
in additional expense. If the township did 
not qualify for the tax exempt status, these 
interest expenses could have easily climbed 
to nearly $95,000 over the life of a 15 year 
loan. 

Monies to complete the purchase will 
come from the Township Improvement 
Fund. According to Arnold Stancil, township

responsible spending by Grayling Township 
administrators. At the end of each fiscal 
year any budget surpluses were transferred 
into the Township Improvement Fund, and 
over the years enough money was saved to 
pay for the Township Hall. 

“I think the community can be proud of 
the fact that their township, through 
prudent fiscal policies over the years, has 
been able to accomplish this with no borrow- 
ing, no bond issues, no millage increase, and 
no interest,”’ said Stancil. 

Stancil ‘explained that the purchase or 
construction of a Township Hall for Gray- 
ling Township has been under consideration 
for many years. Prior to his election in 1984, 
voters were asked to approve the purchase 
of a newly constructed building and the pro- 
posal was defeated.

board. The Keyport Clinic was rejected pri- 
marily because of the extensive remodeling 
that would be necessary to convert the small 
examining rooms into township offices and 
board rooms. The board was also concerned 
that there was no room for future expansion 
and that the facility did not provide for 
adequate parking. 

The North Central Mental Health building 
is a two story building. This situation posed 
a problem for handicapped residents. 
Future expansion and parking was also a 
concern with this location. 

“I think that the particular building that 
the board has chosen will be a long term 
asset to the township and community, and 
will be a building that all residents of Gray- 
ling Township will be able to point out with 
pride to newcomers or visitors to our com- 
munity as Grayling continues to grow,” 
Stancil stated.

Grayling Township has been leasing its of- 
fice space at the old Bear Archery complex 
at a cost of $11,250 per year plus other main- 
tenance expenses, such as snow removal, 
janitorial costs, and light replacement. 

A closing date on the purchase has not 
been set; however, Stancil anticipates that 
it will be completed soon with the move to 


the new Township Hall taking place some- - 


time during the month of December. 

“After we are settled in the building an 
open house will be planned so that the public 
can tour the facilities,” Stancil concluded. 

The new Grayling Township Hall will be 
located on M-72 West, next to the St. Francis 
Episcopal Church.

The electrical power went out in our house 
on a windy Wednesday in November. I 
should have known it would happen. All day 
at work, I had listened as the wind blew 
wildly through the leafless trees. And we 
live in a neighborhood with jack pines which 
can fall over if you just give them a good 
push. 

When we bought our home, we were told 
that the electricity went out periodically in 
the area. But in the nearly twelve years we 
have lived here, we have lost the power only 
afew times, with most of those only momen- 
tary losses. 

So when I returned home from work and 
the hallway light didn’t come on imme- 
diately, my first thought was a burnt out 
bulb. When the kitchen light didn’t respond 
either, my second thought was (and this is 
not at all to my credit), ‘‘What have Mom 
and Dad done?” My parents had left that 
morning after a short visit. Maybe I reason- 
ed briefly that they had turned off all the cir- 
cuits as a cute way of saying goodbye. 

When a living room lamp also failed to go 
on, my mind finally engaged: ‘‘Rats, the 
power has gone off!” I lit a candle to iNumi- 
nate the telephone directory and the phone, 
and called the power company. Yes, the 
power was out in our area, confirmed the 
emergency operator, and yes, the men were 
out working on it. “Ok, no problem.”’ I hung 
up. 
I will mention at this point that meanwhile 
Dave was spending the week at a conference 
held at a post resort near Atlanta, Georgia. 
He had called on Tuesday night to say, 
among other things, that he had run the jog- 
ging trail in his t-shirt, the weather there 
being unseasonably warm. I had tried to be 
happy for him, as I stayed home in the cold, 
but it was pushing things even before the 
electricity went out. Afterward ... weil, 
never mind. 

I will also mention that I firmly believe in 
the power (no pun) of positive thinking when 
dealing with the electrical company. I am 
convinced that if I send silent cheers and 
warm vibrations to the crew fixing what- 
ever went wrong, they will get their job done 
swiftly and surely. I was certain that this 
power outage would he very temporary. 

With confidence, I returned to town for an 
evening class. Surely it would be on when I 


. 


returned home. However, so as not to tempt 
fate, I ate at a restaurant and took ¢are of 
basic grooming needs before driving home. 


Before leaving, J had turned on the porch 
light, so it would signal me immediately 
that the power company people had enjoyed 
success. But I saw no welcoming beacon of 
light. I left the car headlights on to get into 
the house. 

No problem. I had eaten, I had one flush 
left in the toilet, I could sleep in front of the 
fireplace on the living room couch, and by 


the next morning the power would be on. I 


stilfwas confident. 

First I got the dogs out of the kennel to 
spend the night with me. Then I went into 
the dark to bring in fire wood. I stumbled 
around a lot, but I felt like a pioneer woman, 
alone on the prairie, taking care of the 
homestead’s basic needs while the husband 
was off hunting buffalo or whatever they 
did. 
I got the fire going strong, then brought in 
enough wood to keep it stoked all night. And, 
because there was nothing left to do with no 
light te do it by, I went to bed. I was certain 
that ] would awake to the light of the lamp I 
turned on. 


Nope. Five thirty a.m. and no power. I 
stayed on the coach. Six thirty and still no 
power. I didn’t get up. At seven, I realized 
that — electricity or no electricity ~ I had to 
prepare for a work day. I called my neigh- 
bors (who had power) to ask to shower at 
their house. I returned home to dress, feed 
the dogs (Sorry, guys, you’ll have to drink 
yesterday's water), stoked the fire, and left 
for the day. I was certain that I would return 
to the light which I turned on in the entry 
room. 

Nope. Five thirty p.m. and no power. My 
pioneer woman spirits began to flag a bit. I 
got a can of chicken rice soup out of the cup- 
board (I didn’t want to open the refrigerator 
door and let cold air escape), mixed it with 
water taken from the neighbors that morn- 
ing, and heated it on the wood stove. I ate 


my lukewarm soup and worried that it was 


time to unload the food from the freezer. 

It wasn't much fun anymore. I was still 
hungry. I needed to use the bathroom. | had 
hoped to do some writing on the word 
processor. I wanted to watch “L.A. Law”’ on 


television. I should pick up the house for 
Dave’s return the next day. All my plans 
were dashed because I had no power. 

Oh, how we depend upon our modern con- 
veniences. Without electricity, I could do 
nothing at home beyond use the telephone. I 
had no lights, no water, no furnace, no stove, 
no refrigerator, no freezer, no toilet, no 
shower, no computer, no television, no 
radio. Life comes to a near halt when elec- 
trical power goes out. 

Mid-evening and I had lost my sense of 
humor. The pioneer spirit had left hours 
before. 1 was becoming melancholy, sitting 
in the near darkness, ] snapped at the dogs 
when they whined for attention. I worried 
about my unfulfilled obligations. Peevishly, 
I stoked the fire, pulled the comforter over 
my head, and went to sleep. 

At 9:30 p.m. —- TA, DA — the light over the 
couch snapped on. J heard the furnace click 
in. I ran to the refrigerator and freezer to be 
certain my food had not thawed. I checked 
the faucets to be sure the water ran. I 
danced and sang. The dogs wondered at my 
change of mood. They hadn’t understood my 
distress. They live ina kennel without power 
and get by just fine. No electricity in the 
house bothered them not at ail. 


I learned something from that 33-hour 
episode. One, my life is pretty darn good but 
I ignore it when things are going well, The 
power could have gone out the week before, 
when I was writing a major paper for a col- 
lege class. It could have gone out a week 
later when I was preparing for Thanks- 
giving. As it was, I had not lost much beyond 
a few hours, 

My neighbors had it worse. Some lost the 
food in their freezers. Some with children 
had to rent motel rooms, I iost nothing. I had 
been minimally inconvenienced. 

Also, I had many friends who offered me 
the use of their beds, their showers, their 
water, their oil lamps. I also had a wood 
Stove that kept the pipes from freezing and 
heated my soup water. 

I'm like the guy in the commercial who 
gets his face slapped and responds, 
“Thanks, I needed that.” J vo along, not ap. 
preciating how good my fife is until I geta 
little slap to remind me. This time it was the 
electricity going off. Thanks. I needed that.

SEVERAL CHANGES 
FOR 1989 
As the end of the year ap- 
proaches, it’s a good time to 
mention some of the changes 
that workers and bhenefi- 
ciaries will see in 1989. 
Social Security and Sup- 
plemental Security Income 
(SSI) beneficiaries will re- 
ceive a four percent cost-of- 
living increase on their 
checks. The January 3 Social 
Security check, and the 
December 30 SSI check will 
reflect the increase. 
The Medicare Part B 
(medical insurance) pre- 


~ miu that is withheld from 


Social Security checks for 
Medicare eligible  benefi- 
ciaries, will increase from 
$24.80 to $31.90 per month

beginning January 1989. A 
special provision in the law 
ensures that if the Medicare 
premium increase is greater 
than the cost-of-living raise, 
the person’s check will not 
be lowered. Social Security 
checks are paid in even 
dollar amounts — benefits 
are rounded down to the 
nearest dollar amount. 

Working individuals will 
find that although the tax 
rate remains the same as 
1988, at 7.51 percent for the 
worker, the maximum 
amount of earnings subject 
to FICA tax increases from 
$45,000 to $48,000. 

People who work while re- 
ceiving Social Security bene- 
fits musi limit their earnings 
in order to receive all of their 
benefits. The earnings limits 
increase for 1989 from $8,400 
to $8,880 for persons age 65 to 
69, and from $6,120 to $6,480 
for persons under 65 
throughout the year. There 
is no earnings limit for peo- 
ple age 70 and up. Also, dis-

Accurate Prediction 

Dr. John Wasmuth, asso- 
ciate professor of biological 
chemistry at the University 
of California, Irvine College 
of Medicine, has identified a 
segment of DNA that allows 
an accurate prediction of 
Huntington’s disease. Was- 
muth and his co-researchers 
reported their finding recent- 
ly in the British journal Na- 
ture. 

“By isolating the Hunting-

Dealing With Stains From School 


By Gail Edwards, 
Extension Home Economist 
Cooperative Ext. Service 

Children’s school clothes 
sometimes seem to act like 
magnets for stains. You 
needn’t despair, however. 
With quick action and some 
know-how, you can remove 
most of the stains. 


Crayons 

Grayon marks are easy to 
remove if you do it right 
away. A spot treatment with 
a dry cleaning solvent 
(available in hardware 
stores or in the laundry sec- 
tion of most supermarkets) 
will take care of the crayon 
wax. Next, wash the gar- 
ment in warm water with a 
heavy-duty liquid detergent. 


If the stain is still there, it’s 
probably because the color 
dye was strong. You may 
need to use an all-fabric 
bleach. 

Don’t iron a crayon slain. 
It is not true that ironing is a 
good way to remove wax. 
Ironing will only set the color 
and make the crayon stain 
worse. 


Felt-tip Pens 

Felt-tip pens contain 
either washable or nonwash- 
able inks. If you're not cer- 
tain what kind of pen caused 
the stain, treat it as a wash- 
able ink stain. First, spot 
treat with a heavy-duty 
liquid detergent. If the ink is 
water soluble, the stain will 
probably come out. If it

faded but did not come out 
entirely, try using an all- 
fabric bleach next. If the ink 
was the nonwashable: type, 
nothing will budget the stain. 


Pencil 
If you want to get a pencil 
mark off a garment, first 
carefully erase as much of it 
as possible. An art gum 
eraser usually works better 
than the kind of eraser found 
on a pencil. Don’t try to 
erase ona fragile fabric- you 
could rub right through it. 
Next, wash as usual with a 
heavy-duty detergent. 


Tempera Paint 

Tempera paint is water 
soluble, so washing imme- 
diately with a regular laun- 
dry detergent will get it out. 


One danger is that the paint 
will be deposited on other 
parts of the fabric or on 
other clothes in the washing 
machine. Treating the stain- 
ed spot avoids this problem. 
If tempera paint stains dry, 
they can be difficult to re- 
move and may require 
bleaching. 
Fruit Drinks 

Fruit punch drinks often 
contain vegetable dyes that 
can be difficult to remove. 
Rinse in water first, then 


spot treat with a detergent. - 


This probably won’l remove 
all the stain, so use a bleach- 
ing treatment next. Soak the 
garment for a half hour in a 
solution of 1 tablespoon 
bleach to 1 gallon of water.

On September 13, 1988, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) filed its application in Case Nos. 
U-5451-R (1988) and U-6743-R (1988) for a reconcilia- 
tion and adjustment of its surcharges under its Interest 
Free Financing Program (IFF Program) and Residential 
Conservation Service Plan (RCS Program) for the period 
of July 1, 1987 through June 30, 1988. 

MichCon, a Michigan corporation with principal 
offices located at 500 Griswold Street, Detroit, is 
engaged in the distribution and sale of natural gas at 
retail to approximately one million customers within 
the State of Michigan. 

MichCon submitted the following consolidated writ- 
ten testimony and exhibits in support of its reconcilia- 
tion and surcharge adjustments. 

1, Under MichCon’s IFF Program. 

In recognition of the current termination of utility 

loan authority pursuant to MCLA 460.6c(6), 

MichCon has prepared its case for the IFF Pro- 

gram year from July 1, 1988 through June 30, 1989 

under the assumption that there will be no amend- 

ment to MCLA 460.6c(6) and that no new utility 
conservation loans ‘will be made during that period. 

(a) Total FF Program expenses exceeded program 
revenues by $65,889 as of the end of June 1988. 

(b} Estimated program expenses and net income 
for 12 months ending June 1989 will total 
$481,000. This amount, plus the underrecovery 
as of June 30, 1988, results in total recoverable 
costs of $546,889 for the July 1, 1988 through 
June 30, 1989 period. 

(c) Estimated surcharge revenues for the period July 
1, 1988 to December 31, 1988 are $192,000. 

(d) Sales of natural gas under the rate schedules 
to which the IFF Program surcharge applies 
are estimated at approximately 92.6 billion cubic 
feet (Bcf) for the period January 1, 1989 through 
June 30, 1989. 

(ce) An IFF surcharge of 0.0383 cents per hundred 
cubic feet (Ccf) for the period January through 
June 1989 will enable MichCon to recover total 
IFF Program costs for the 1988-1989 program 
year. 

2, Under MichCon’s RCS Program. 

(a) Total program costs exceed program revenues 
by $423 307 as of the end of June, 1988. 

(b) Estimated program costs for 12 months ending 
June, 1989 will total $2,567,000 and estimated 
audit fee revenues will be $30,000. 

(c) Estimated revenue recorded prior to the pro- 
posed implementation of a revised surcharge in 
January, 1989 will total $986,000. 

(d) Rate schedule sales of natural gas are estimated 
to total approximately 135.7 Bef for the period 
January 1, 1989 through June 30, 1989. 

(e) An RCS Program surcharge of 0.146 cents per 
Cef, 0.143 cents per therm, commencing with 
the January 1989 billing cycle will enable 
MichCon to recover estimated costs for the pro- 
gram year ending June 30, 1989, inclusive of 
all previously underrecovered program costs. 

In the Opinion and Order in Case No. U-5451 dated 
May 27, 1981, MichCon was authorized to engage in 
its IFF Program for the conservation of natural gas 
pursuant to 1978 PA 211 and the Commission's Resi- 
dential Conservation Standards, R 460.2401 et seq. 
MichCon was also authorized, by this Commission in 
Case No. U-6743, to implement a conservation pro- 
gram pursuant to the RCS Program to offer certain 
specific energy conservation services to its residential 
customers. Under the RCS Program, MichCon recov- 
ers the costs associated with the RCS Program by a 
separate uniform surcharge included in the price of 
every metered unit of gas sold regardless of the amount

of gas consumed by a customer. The costs associated 
with the IFF Program are recovered through a surcharge 
which was included in general utility rates but is now 
included only in residential utility rates. Also, under 
each of MichCon’s above-referenced conservation pro- 
grams, comprehensive reconciliation proceedings have 
been established to enable the Commission to adjust, 
as necessary, the actual costs with surcharge revenues 
for the preceding surcharge periods and establish new 
surcharges for the subsequent 12 months. In each case, 
the revised surcharge is netted against any overage 
or underage for the past surcharge period. 

In subsequent orders, the Commission has approved 
revised surcharges. The current surcharges are 0.151 
cents per Ccf or 0.148 cents per therm for the RCS 
Program; and 0.043 cents per Cef for the IFF Program,

spaces specifically designated for handicapped persons in com: 
pliance with the State Construction Code promulgated pursuant 
to Act 23800f Public Acts of 1972 as required by Seetion 2 of Act 
No. bof the Public Nets of 196, 

(bh) No person shall stand or park a vehicle, whether occupied 
Or not. in any parking space clearly identified as being reserved 
for use by handicapped persons, untess such vehicle is displaying 
a Cortificate of fdentitication or a special registration plate 
issucd by (he Secretary of Stute. 

Section +t. Violation: A person who violates any provision of 
this Ordinance is responsible for a civil infraction. Such civil in- 
fraction shall be processed in accordance with the procedures set 
forth in Section 7-740, the Michigan Vehicle Code (Public Act. 
300 of 1949) Every person found to have committed a civil in- 
fraction under this Ordinance shall be ordered to pay a civil fine 
of not more than One Huadred Dollars (5100.00) and costs, in ae- 
cordance with Section 907 of the Michigan Vehicle Code.
